action reported from Washington, It should, however, be at once 
added that the departure frajn Santiago of Minister Dawson is not 
connected with Mr. Knox's fntimation, for the retiring minister is 
giving up his post in Chile beeause he has been appointed cliet of the 
new Latin-American division ot the state department, and his with- 
drawal from that country at this time is merely a coincidence, though 
a rather unfortunate one. 

Chile came by the Alsop claim through her oecupation of the 
Peruvian province of Arica atter the war of IS8S79 in which Chile 
utterly deteated the allied republics of Peru and Boliyia. Only a 
short time betore the war the-liquidator of Alsep & Co., an .\meri- 
can firm established in Chile, came to an agreement with the Peruvian 
government tor the reimbursement ot cash advanced to the latter; 
the payment was to be secured largely by part of the customs receipts 
of the port of Arica. When Chile oceupied the two Peruvian prov- 
inces of Tacna and .\rica, the question became complicated 
fact that they were not annexed but according to the treaty ot 
were to be held by Chile pendiig the final definition of their na 
ality by a plebiscite. It is Chile's persistent refusal to have 
referendum taken that is the cause of Peru’s implacable hostiit 
her neighbor and of constant: friction in South American politics. 
Chile has frequently expressed her conviction that a _— power Was 
supporting Peru in te Tacna-j\rica controversy, a conviction that 
would seem to be very strong {rom the jact that Chile has unques- 
tionably put up with numerous affronts. from Peru. It is singular 
that Chile by her obstinacy in the Alsop claim should now deliberately 
bring the Arica controversy before the world and perhaps compel 
the United States to take official notice of the status of the two 
provinces. This is exactly what} Peru has for years striven to bring 
about and it would not be surprising if the Alsop claim proved an 
opportunity for ridding South Ainerica of the vexatious and danger- 
ous Tacna-Arica controversy thrqgugh the good offices ot the United 
States.
